BEHIND THE STEEL STRIKE 
The present steel strike offers us a social phe- 
nomenon that surely requires an explanation, if 
we look even for a moment beneath the surface 
At least seven men have been killed and many 
others wounded in one outbreak of police viol- 


ence; other clashes occur moment. 

About 80,000 men are idle; millions of dollars are 
being lost in profits and wages. The railroads 
serving the steel] districts have had to lay off 
many employees. Mayors, Governors, even the 
national government, are being involved and em - 
barrassed. One would think that a gigantic strug- 
gle of this kind must have been occasioned by a 

dispute about something of importance. Yet 

the issue of the quarrel, when one looks at it in 
an objective and common-sense way, seems al- 

most ludicrous. The strike did not occur be- 

cause the workers asked for shorter hours or 

higher wages or better working conditions than 

the employers concerned said they were willing 
to grant. It did not occure because these em- 

ployers declined to confer with the union about 

the workers’ demands. (Or at least the employ- 

ers, if unwilling to confer, did consent to do so 
in obedience to the federal law on the subject.) 

The strike arose merely because the employers 
refused to embody in a signed contract with the 

union the same terms that they were ready to 

grant in verbal conference—the same terms on 

the basis of which U. S. Steel and hundreds of 

independents have already made peace.—The 

New Republic.

The 
bureaucracy and repression which Lenin hoped 
would “wither away” have grown in scope. The 
love of ideal and self-sacrifice, which the early 
leaders hoped would enable the Soviet Union 
to surpass the democracies in efficiency and ben- 
efits, has not materialized. Repression calls forth 
fear begets further fear, wher- 
of government, until 
the corrosion of suspicion and uncertainity 
threatens the structure.

While the Edmonton Bulletin is agitating the 
cause of underpaid civie and provincial civil ser- 
vants, here's a history from the 
city of Seattle 

Mayor John F. Dore, addressing the seattle 
City Council on Monday of last week urged 
councilman to establish a minimum salary of 
$150 a month “for every city employee paid less 
than that now,” and, in addition, a five day week 
in all civic departments. 

No need to point out that $150 a month in 
Seattle has a purchasing power in excess of $200 
a month in Edmonton 

Mayor Dore holds views similar to Major 
Douglas in regard to the unwisdom of balanc- 
ing a public budget. He said: 

“Balancing the budget is a lot of nonsense. 
Persons advocating a balanced budget for Seat- 
tle are all persons living off special privileges.
